WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  (RNS) 
— A  typist’s  error  in  copying  a 
Presidential  proclamation  led 
to  an  erroneous  report  in  re¬ 
ligious  circles  that  President 
Eisenhower  had  designated  that 
Armed  Forces  Day  be  celebra¬ 
ted  on  the  third  Sunday  in  May 
1958  and  each  year  thereafter. 
The  White  House  said  the  ob¬ 
servance  will  continue  to  fall  on 
the  third  Saturday  in  May. 

Dr.  C.  E.  Carlson,  executive 
director  of  the  Baptist  Joint 
Committee  on  Public  Affairs, 
Immediately  withdrew  a  state¬ 
ment  he  had  Issued  criticizing 
what  he  and  other  churchmen 
had  thought  was  a  plan  to  move 
the  mass  military  demonstra¬ 
tions  and  parades  to  Sunday. 

Dr.  Carlson  said  he  was  glad 
to  be  informed  -by  the  White 
House  that  the  report  was  in 
error  since  many  religious 
groups  would  have  felt  such  an 
observance  on  Sunday  highly  in¬ 
appropriate.

Presbyteries  Reject 
Changes  in  Rules 
On  Remarriage 

ATLANTA,  Ga.  (RNS)— Pres¬ 
byteries  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  (Southern) 
have  rejected  a  proposal  to, 
leave  the  remarriage  of  divorced 
members  Up  to  the  discretion 
of  a  committee  and  the  minis- 
j  ter  within  each  local  church. 

The  proposal  also  would  have 
!  deleted  from  the  Church’s  Con¬ 
fession  of  Faith  two  paragraphs 
that  permit  exceptions  to  the 
ban  on  marriage  after  divorce. 
These  exceptions  allow  marriage 
of  the  innocent  party  after  a 
divorce  granted  on  the  grounds 
of  adultery  and  willful  deser¬ 
tion. 

Dr.  E.  C.  Scott,  the  Church's 
stated  clerk,  reported  here  that 
54  of  the  denomination's  85 
presbyteries  had  voted  against 
the  proposal  and  29  for  it.  He  j 
said  two  presbyteries  had  not 
yet  been  heard  from.  An  af¬ 
firmative  vote  of  threg-fourths 
of  the  presbyteries  is  needed  to 
make  changes  in  the  Confession 
of  Faith.  '  ‘

BLAMES  PREACHER  FOR 
MARRIAGE 

QUESTION:  What  is  your  op- 
j  inion  of  a  Baptist  preacher  that 
would  perform  the  marriage  ce¬ 
remony  of  a  knowingly  secret 
marriage  of  a  couple,  both  of 
whom-  have  not  finished  high 
school?  The  girl  graduates  from 
high  school  in  three  months  and 
the  boy  will  then  go  into  the 
army.  Don’t  you  think  that  he 
should  have  counselled  these 
children  or  advised  tlieir  par¬ 
ents,  as  all  live  in  the  same  nei¬ 
ghborhood? 

ANSWER:  It  sounds  to  me  as 
if  you  are  picking  on  this  prea¬ 
cher.  Have  you  heard  his  side 
of  the  story?  How  do  you  know 
that  he  did  not  counsel  the 
“children,”,  as  you  call  them? 
Most  preacher*  do. 

As  for  advising  the  parents,  I 
can  imagine  what  that  would 
have  brought  about.  These 
young  people  would  have  taken 
off  to  the  adjoining  caunty, 
been  married  by  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  and  never  confided  in  a 
preacher  again  as  long  as  they 
lived. 

Counseling  people  does  not 
mean  tplling  them  what  they 
ought  or  ought  not  to  do.  It 
means  to  help  individuals  jo 
understand  what  they  are  doing, 
and  why  they  are  doing  it,  so 
that  they  may  make  more  intel¬ 
ligent  decisions.  Preachers  who 
play  God  are  just  as  wrong  as 
psychiatrists  or  parents  or  jud¬ 
ges  who  play  God. 

It  sounds  as  if  the  couple  get¬ 
ting  married  started  out  with 
two  strikes  against  them.  Per 
haps  you,  the  community,  and 
the  preacher  combine/!,  may 
help  them  grow  a  good  rnsr:

CARTER’S  RUN,  Va.,  Novem¬ 
ber,  1769  —  (BP)  —  A  Baptist 
meeting  near  here  was  broken 
up  today  as  sheriff’s  deputies 
seized  the  minister  as  he  was 
the  benediction 


and  demanded  by  what  author¬ 
ity  he  was  conducting  services. 
The  Baptist  presented  his  cre¬ 
dentials,  which  officers  consid¬ 
ered  worthless  because  they 
j  were  not  issued  by  the  state 
'  chprch. 

Informed  that  he  must  give 
]  security  not  to  “teach,  preach, 
or  exhort”  for  twelve  months 
and  a  day  or  go  to  jail,  Ireland 
told  the  deputies  that  he  would 
go  to  jail  first.  He  is  free  under 
bond  pending  further  court  ac¬ 
tion. 

Officers  were  embarrassed 
when  they  attempted  to  pass 
judgment  on  the  congregation 
assembled  to  hear  Ireland’s  ser¬ 
mon.  They  were  told  that  while 
They  had -broken  the  law,  it  was 
obvious  that  they,  had  been  de- 1 
ceived  by  Ireland. 

"Leave  Ireland's  table,”  the  \ 
congregation  was  told  by  the  i 
deputies,  “stand  with  us  to  show 
that  you  are  ready  to  comply 
with  the  law.  and  no  charges 
will  be  made.” 

Ii>  riply  the  Aaptiata  told  of-  j 

ficers  that  they  had  heard  noth¬ 
ing  preached  but  “the  gospel  of 
Christ,"  and  that  if  they  did  not 
have  enough  money  to  pay  their 
fines  they  would  go  to  jail  with 
Ireland.

Services  were  held  at  the 
home  of  a  Baptist  layman  who 
warned  Iceland  when  he  arriv¬ 
ed  that  authorities  had  told  him  \ 

that  if  Ireland  preached  he 
would  be  placed  under  arrest, 
those  present  would  be  fined, 
and  the  layman  would  be  fined 
twenty  pounds  for  allowing  the  j 
meeting  to  be  held  on  his  prop¬ 
erty. 

“When  he  told  me  to  go  ahead 
with  the  services  If  I  felt  it  my 
duty,”  Ireland  said,  “I  asked 
him  to  show  me  his  property 
line.  I  put  a  table  across  the  line  I 
and  preached  from  the  tabletop  j 
ko  I  would  be  no  more  on  his 
property  than  on  any  one  else’*."  j 

While  Ireland  was  standing  on 
top  of  the  table  praying,  offi¬ 
cers  seized  him  by  the  collar 


a  very  successful 
meeting  of  days  in  which  Rev. 
B.  C.  Land  of  Quitman  did 
the  preaching,  and  resulted 
in  39  accessions,  33  by  exper¬ 
ience  and  baptism.
